Hut  there  Is  much  mure  ilian  I'hjthcs  to  l)e  considered — the  constable  is  in 
court  to  preserve  ticcornm  and  order.  In  mv  expfricncc  at  Courts  of  Assize,  1  have 
siune  times  found  the  con.stnl)lt's  sittin;;  down,  lollinj;  in  iheir  seats,  gazintr  out  of 
the  windows,  iiej,dei-tinj;  tlieir  first  duty.  I  Inive  myself  more  than  once  had  occa- 
sion to  reltuke  cunstahles,  to  insist  upon  tiu'ir  standinj;  up  and  keeping  their  eyes 
open— ill  a  word,  doin;,'  what  tliey  are  paid  for.  Constables  have  sometimes  resented 
iriy  rt-miirks;  they  soineiinies  arc  feel)le  or  imi-hMnd  or  too  c'oinplaisant,  hut  I  luive 
alwiiys  said  that  il'  a  intin  is  not  physicjiliy  jiiid  nitiitall\  competent  lo  do  a  eonsljihle's 
work,  h-  should  not  have  a  constalde's  ])ay.  TIic  lahourer  is  worthy  of  his  hire,  but 
that  is  hei.-ause  lie  is  a  labourer,  not  a  shirk. 

The  duty  of  looking;  after  *onstables  should  not  he  cast  on  the  Judge;  that 
is  the  SheritrV  work.  ]mrt  of  whiil  he  is  paid  for;  ami  (to  s|peak  ])hiinly)  it'  the  eon- 
stai)Ies  do  not  do  their  diilv,  it  is  tlie  fault  of  the  Sheriff,  and  neither  Constable  nor 
Sheritr  sliould  In-  paid.  When  a  Sheriff  api)oints  a  constable  ho  should  carefully 
instruit  iiim  as  to  his  duty:  after  he  appoints  one,  he  should  keqi  a  vigilant  eye  on 
hiTii  and  >ee  tiiat  he  (hies  it. 

It  has  lieen  the  huv  of  Kiislnnd  e\er  since  there  were  Circuit  Judges  that  tlie 
Sheriff  slidiihl  attend  thein  in  his  Connty;  the  duty  is  that  regard  of  our  Sheriffs 
i<  laid  down  in  Ihe  StiUute  IJ.S.O.  liHl".  cap.  HI,  .section  28:  '^The  Sheriff  shall 
••ive  his  atlciidane*'  upon  the  Judges  for  the  maintenance  of  good  order  in  His 
Maje>t\"-;  Courts  and  for  the  doing  and  executing  of  all  other  things  to  the  office 
of  Sheriff  in  siii-li  ease  appertaining." 

lie  must  j)rovid('  (Itut  not  pay  for)  lodgings  for  the  Judge  {taking  instruc- 
tions from  the  .hid^e  if  iieiessary  in  that  regard).  He  must  meet  the  Judge  "at 
llie  usual  place  '" — in  our  I'rtiviiice,  since  tlie  introduction  of  railways  at  the  railway 
station.  In  Mnghind  he  must  go  in  slate  to  meet  the  dudge  with  a  sufficient  re- 
tinue: not  many  years  ag,)  an  Knglish  Judge  fined  a  Sheriff  for  not  bringing  a  sulti- 
ciently  large  reiinne  to  nietst  lilni;  not  becau.so  lie  himself  was  thus  ti;eated  with  in- 
snllieiciit  respei't.  hut  liecause  his  office  as  Her  Majesty's  Justice  was  dishonoured. 
Ill  thi>  i'roviiiee  it  has  long  lieen  the  custom  for  the  Sheriff  to  meet  the  Judge  with 
i>u]\  one  or  two  attendants,  arid  that  is  considered  aullicient. 

The  Sheriff  must  during  the  whole  of  the  Assizes  he  in  constant  attendance  on 
the  dudL:e,  accompanying  him  to  and  from  the  Court — in  England,  but  not  here, 
the  sanii-  duty  is  east  also  upon  the  under-sheriff.  Of  course  this  must  be  taken 
rcii-.'tiahly  ami  not  technically;  constant  personal  attendance  has  never  been  insisieii 
upon,  but  th>'  SheriiT  must  be  always  within  f  .11  unless  excused  by  the  Judge. 

Sometime-,  hilt  very  rarely — I  know  of  only  one  instance  in  our  history— it  in  m 
he  Tiecessuiy  U'r  tlie  Sheriff  to  guard  the  Judge  against  physical  assault.  A  very  well- 
known  liistaiii-e  occurred  in  tin'  I'liiti'd  States  when  a  Mnrsiial  accomi':in\  ir  ; 
a  .'n.-tiee  of  the  S\i])reinc  Court  of  the  I'nited  State*  (Mr.  Justice  Field)  sliut  dead 
a  former  Chief  Justice  of  California  (Timtv)  who  was  about  to  attack,  probably  To 
!-■■!!,  the  Siij^reme  Court  Justice  \\]Mm  wl-om  tlse  Mfir=hal  was  in  attendance. 

N'otliinir  of  such  an  cvtreme  ehariicter  has  evei  occurred  in  our  history;  but  tlmt 
on  all  oceasiiins  it  is  the  duly  of  the  Sheriff  to  take  care  for  the  safety  of  the  Ju'luv 
is  beyond  question.
